Where Membership Means Something. 
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Lead levels 
still a concern

Though Chicago and other cit- 
ies have long reported that lead 
levels in their water meet federal 
standards, regulators and scien- 
tists worry testing methods used 
for two decades could signifi- 
cantly underestimate consum- 
ers’ exposure to the toxic metal. 

Recent test results in Chicago 
may back up those fears: High 
lead levels were found in drink- 
ing water in seven of 38 Chicago 
homes tested by federal regula- 
tors this spring, according to re- 
cords obtained by the Tribune. 

“That’s not really good news,’’ 
said Marc Edwards, an environ- 
mental engineering professor 
at Virginia Tech who researches 
lead in water. The testing sug- 
gests lead in water could be a 
“significant human health con- 
cern,’’ he said. 

Environmental Protection 
Agency officials are still analyz- 
ing the tests, but the results give 
credence to concerns voiced by 
advocates and scientists that 
lead could be an underestimated 
health risk in the nation’s drink- 
ing water, especially in older cit- 
ies and suburbs where lead pipe 
and solder are common. 

The results also speak to con- 
cerns that utilities can “miss” 
lead when testing water by using 
certain permitted techniques, 
such as flushing pipes the night 
before samples are taken. 

Under federal law, local 
utilities must test water in a rela- 
tively small sample of homes. If 
lead concentrations exceed 15 
parts per billion in more than 
10 percent of water samples, 
the utilities must alert residents 
and try to lower levels. The city 
of Chicago hasn’t exceeded the 
lead limit in nearly 20 years. 

The allowable amount of lead 
was set in the 1990s and is based 
on a level utilities could feasibly 
meet. It is not a health-based 
standard, and many health and 
environment experts think the 
level allowed is too high. 

Experts say there is no safe 
level of exposure to lead, which 
has been known to cause dimin- 
ished IQs in children, even at 
low levels, and heart attacks and 
strokes in adults. 



SEX HORMONES, 
DRUGS FOUND IN OUR 
DRINKING WATER

What’s in your water? 

Trace amounts of sex hormones, prescription 
drugs, flame retardants and herbicides are being 
detected in treated drinking water pumped to 
more than 7 million people in Chicago and its 
suburbs. 

In the latest round of testing prompted by 
a 2008 Tribune and RedEye investigation, city 
officials discovered that more than two dozen 
pharmaceutical drugs and other unregulated 
chemicals pass through Chicago’s massive 
treatment plants. 

Little is known about potential health effects 
from drinking drug-contaminated water, but 
scientists and regulators increasingly are con- 
cerned about long-term exposure, even at very 
low levels. 

“We need to start addressing the cumulative 
effects that these low-dose exposures could 
be having on people,” said Thomas Burke, as- 
sociate dean of the Johns Hopkins Bloomberg 
School of Public Health. 

“There are no quick solutions,” said Burke, 
who chaired a National Academy of Sciences 
committee that called for a dramatic overhaul 
of the way the U.S. regulates toxic chemicals. 
“But we need a new approach that is more re- 
sponsive to emerging science.” 

Like other cities, Chicago must notify the 
public if its drinking water contains regulated 
contaminants, including lead, pesticides and 
harmful bacteria. 

There is no such requirement if pharmaceu- 
ticals and other unregulated substances are de- 
tected. 

Annual water quality reports mailed last 
month to people in Chicago and the suburbs 
noted that the city is testing for substances that 
aren’t on the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency’s list of regulated contaminants. 

A list of results obtained by the Tribune is dat- 
ed April II but wasn’t posted on the city’s website 
until after the newspaper asked for it last week. 

City officials were prompted to start testing 


for the substances after the Tribune and RedEye 
found trace amounts of pharmaceuticals, residue 
from personal care products and unregulated in- 
dustrial chemicals in local tap water. 

Substances found in the city’s latest tests 
include the sex hormones testosterone and 


progesterone; gemfibrozil, a prescription cho- 
lesterol-fighting drug; and DEET, the active 
ingredient in bug spray 

The tests also found perfluorooctane sulfo- 
nate, an ingredient in Scotchgard stain-fighting 
coatings; bisphenol A, a hormonelike plastics 


HOW TO TAKE ACTION 

Drug disposal: The detection of pharmaceuticals in water has prompted new advice about how to 
properly dispose of unused medicine. The Illinois ERA recommends taking it to collection events 
for household hazardous waste. If that is not practical, you can place unused drugs in the trash af- 
ter grinding them up and mixing them with coffee grounds or cat box filler so they can’t be stolen.

Tests in Chicago and other cities are finding that treated drinking water contains trace 
amounts of pharmaceutical drugs, residue from personal care products and other 
unregulated contaminants.

additive; and tris (2-butoxyethyl) phos- 
phate, a flame retardant chemical. 

“Our very awareness of trace amounts of 
these chemicals comes in large part because 
we are aggressively conducting research on 
water quality and safety” said Tom LaPorte, 
a spokesman for the Chicago Department 
of Water Management. 

Drugs end up in drinking water after 
people take medicines and residue pass- 
es through their bodies down the toilet. 
Conventional sewage and water treatment 
Alters out some of the substances, or at 
least reduces the concentrations, but stud- 
ies have found that small amounts still get 
through. 


Although treated sewage from the Chi- 
cago area drains away from Lake Michigan, 
more than 300 other cities discharge treat- 
ed waste and untreated sewage overflows 
into the lake and its tributaries, according 
to the EPA. 

“Exposure to some of these chemicals ... 
is cause for consternation for people and 
concern over flsh and wildlife impacts,” said 
Rebecca Klaper, a researcher at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin-Milwaukee who studies 
the Great Lakes. 

The EPA’s position is that it doesn’t yet 
have enough evidence to limit pharmaceuti- 
cals and many other unregulated chemicals 
in drinking water. Water officials say not

Chicago’s first round of testing for a toxic 
metal called hexavalent chromium found 
that levels in local drinking water are more 
than II times higher than a health standard 
California adopted last month. 

Eederal officials are being nudged to act 
by California, which took a three-year look 
at the science and last month established 
the nation’s first “public health goal” to lim- 
it hexavalent chromium, an industrial pol- 
lutant made infamous by the 2000 movie 
“Erin Brockovich.” 

But it could take years before anything 
is done about chromium contamination in 
Chicago and scores of other cities, in part 
because industrial polluters and municipal 
water utilities are lobbying to block or de- 
lay the Obama administration’s move to- 
ward national regulations. 

The discovery of hexavalent chromium 
in drinking water is renewing a debate 
about dozens of unregulated substances 
that are showing up in water supplies na- 
tionwide. Researchers say there is strong 
evidence that years of exposure to chromi- 
um-contaminated water can cause stom- 
ach cancer. 

Test results obtained by the Tribune 
show that treated Lake Michigan water 
pumped to 7 million people in Chicago 
and its suburbs contains up to 0.23 parts 
per billion of the toxic metal, well above an 
amount that researchers say could increase 
the long-term risk of cancer. 

Chicago began quarterly testing for the 
dangerous form of chromium this year 
after the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency urged cities to track it while the 
Obama administration wraps up a scientif- 
ic review— the first step toward a national 
standard. 

The California Office of Environmen- 
tal Health Hazard Assessment defines the 
goal, 0.02 parts per billion, as an amount 
that reduces the risk of developing cancer 
to a point considered negligible by most 
scientists and physicians. Studies show 
that exposure to the metal also increases 
the risk of reproductive problems, inter- 
feres with childhood development and 
causes liver and kidney damage.

Six-year-old Arianna Gibson couldn’t wait to 
return to school Monday 

Beginning first grade at Libby Elementary 
School was all the young girl could tallc about 
this summer and at her grandmother’s bloclc 
party Saturday in Englewood. The bubbly po- 
lite Arianna loved to read, write her name and 
count money, friends and family said. 

“She loved school. She loved everything,” 
said Arianna’s mother, Demitta Collins, 34. 
“She was just a lovely little girl.” 

After falling asleep on the couch to the mov- 
ie “The Temptations,”Arianna was fatally shot 
around 6 a.m. Sunday when someone walked 
up to the front porch of the one-story brick 
bungalow and fired a gun through the living 
room window, police said. 

Two others were wounded during the in- 


cident in the 7400 block of South Sangamon 
Street. As of Sunday no one was in custody, and 
Wentworth Area detectives were still investi- 
gating, police said. 

Stacey Jones, 17, who lives at the home, was 
shot in the anlde, and a 17-year-old man, whose 
name was not released by authorities, was 
wounded on the side of his body family said. 
The teenagers underwent surgeries to remove 
the bullets and are expected to survive. 

Eamily members said the teenage male is a 
friend who entered the home sometime after 
4 a.m., when neighbors unofficially ended the 
festivities. They believe he was the target. 

As soon as she heard the shots, Linda Chat- 
man, 36, a family friend who lives at the home, 
ushered sleeping children from the living and 
dining rooms into a nearby bedroom. 

Arianna initially stood up in the bedroom 


but quicldy slumped down on her abdomen as 
blood started gushing from her side, Chatman 
said. Though the girl was still breathing when 
paramedics arrived, neighbors said they real- 
ized she didn’t make it when police began plac- 
ing red tape around the home. 

The incident left the neighborhood at a loss. 
Residents stood on porches and front lawns 
wondering why a child was killed after a family- 
friendly block party that went just as planned. 

At the party, children competed in egg races 
and water balloon contests while neighbors 
passed out school supplies. Arianna, whose 
face was painted like a clown, ran from house 
to house to greet people as she helped unwrap 
Popsicles for youngsters. 

“She was smiling the whole time,” recalled 
neighbor Derrick Washington, 14. “She 
seemed like a good little girl.”

Troops killed in crash 
were targeting Taliban 


KABUL, Afghanistan The American 
commandos who died when their 
helicopter crashed in eastern Afghani- 
stan were targeting a Taliban commander 
directly responsible for attacks on U.S. 
troops, military officials with knowledge 
of the operation said Sunday 

The crash killed 30 U.S. service mem- 
bers, the Afghan war’s worst single-day 
American toll. Among the dead were 22 
Navy SEALs who were being flown in to 
assist an Army Rangers unit pinned down 
by enemy fire. 


The current whereabouts of the Taliban 
leader targeted in the raid were unclear, 
said the military officials, who declined to 
be identified because of the sensitivity of 
ongoing operations in the crash area. 

One civilian translator and seven Af- 
ghan commandos also were killed in the 
crash, officials said. NATO troops were 
still combing through the wreckage of the 
downed helicopter Sunday, said Lt. Col. 
Jimmie Cummings, a spokesman for the 
International Security Assistance Force in 
Afghanistan. 


Elsewhere, four other NATO soldiers 
were killed in separate insurgent attacks 
Sunday Their deaths add to a heavy blow 
against American military operations in 
the region just as NATO troops are draw- 
ing down and a handover to Afghan secu- 
rity forces is under way 

The majority of the SEALs— consid- 
ered to be among America’s most elite war- 
riors— belonged to the same covert unit 
that conducted the May raid that killed 
Osama bin Laden, though they were not 
the same men, a U.S. military official said.

Why U.S. lost 
its top-notch 
credit rating 

The U.S. lost its top-tier AAA 
credit rating from the Standard & 
Poor’s agency Friday, a move that 
will affect the country’s borrow- 
ing costs and investor opinion 
of U.S. assets. Here is what the 
downgrade means for investors, 
consumers and the country 

What is a downgrade? Standard 
& Poor’s, one of the three major 
credit rating agencies that assign 
scores to debt issued by institu- 
tions, municipalities and govern- 
ments, said there is a heightened 
degree of risk in holding debt 
issued by the U.S. So it lowered its 
rating from AAA, the highest pos- 
sible level, by one notch to AA-i-.

More extreme weather was expect- 
ed across the country Sunday, as 
parts of the Midwest and Northeast 
faced possible flooding from slow-mov- 
ing storms while blistering triple-digit 
temperatures were expected in coastal 
Southeastern states.
